His 
wife «ied some years ago ; he never had a 
child ; his nearest relations, with the oxcep- 
tion of a nephew and nicce, seem to be 
kept at a distance by him. Who are his 
companions wud frionds! ‘To whom does 
he ever talk ina friendly, familiar way ? 
Nobody has ever been able to toll mo, 
though I have often enquired. An old 
man of 54, ho still appears without ‘fail 
wherever duty calls him. He is to be 
seen at almost all the Emperor's: recep- 
tions, the most stvikipg personage near 
the throne. But how does the old Field 
Marshal pass his time when free from 
duty, when tired of work? Nobody pre- 
tends to know. Hither nobody penetrates 
into this intimacy, or else those who ap- 
proach him intimately do hot sperk about 
it, When the weather is fine you may see 
a very tall, thin man, with light, yellowish 
hair, and a sallow, beardless,wrinkled face, 
out of which shine a pair of stony ‘gray 
eyos, wrapped in a long, dark military 
coat, acap on lus small head, | faultlessly 
dressed in a general's uniform—a« gentle- 
man born in every ich of his aristocratic, 
slender figure, his body still erect, but his 
head, as in deep thought, slightly bent 
forward—such # man, I say, you inay see 
coming out of the great red building which 
stands on the Koenigs-Platz, at tle cortier 
of “Moltke” and “Bismarck” streets, and 
which béars the naine of “General Stab,” 
The solitary old inan, ‘unattended by a 
servant, walks slowly, noisclessly. Every 
one who meets him looks at him attentive- 
ly ; if the passer-by isa soldier he stands 
on one side and salutes, The old general 
returns the salute slowly and deliberately, 
but without apparently seeing to whom. 
That is General Field Marshal Count Hell- 
muth yon Moltke, one of the strangest 
characters the werld has every produced. 
It is well worth going to Berlin to seo that 
wreat historical personage. —-Blackwood's

The way out of this world is so blocked up 
with coffin and hearse, undertaker’s spade and 
scrow-driver, that the Christian can hardly 
think as he ought of the most cheerful passage 
in all his history. We hang black instead of 
white over the place where the goed wan gets 
hix last victory. We stand weeping over a heap 
of chains which the freed soul has shaken off, 
and we say, ** Poor man! what a pity it was he 
cane to this!’ Come to what? By tho time 
the people have aeembled at the obeequies that 
man has been three days so happy that all the 
joy of earth accumulated would be wretched 
ness beside it, and he might better weep over 
you because you have to stay, than 
over him because he has to go. Itis a fortun- 
ate thing that a good man does not have to wait 
to see hia own obsequies, they would be so dis 
cordant with his own experience, If the 
Israclites should go back to Egypt and mourn 
over the brick-kilns they once left they would 
not be any more silly than that Christian who 
should foraake heaven and come down and 
mourn beeduse he had to leave this world.

Petrified Forests, 
Stone forests are in many parts of the 
world, A 1tunber of stony trees have been 
received at the Smithsonian Institute 


groater part of them have probably been 
covered in the nmrl that origmally was one 
thousand fect thick. Some of the . trees 
are changed to jasper, assuming numerous 
liues, while others resemble opal, and, when 
broken open, the core is often found lined 
with crystals of tho most beautiful tints. 
Louisiana and Ohio are noted localities for 
fossil trees. In the former State, sever- 
al years ayo, in turning up the ground an 
ancient forest Jayer was unearthed, and 
in suecession two others below it; and 
scientists judge, from the size of the trees, 
that from the time of the first layer to the 
last sixty thousand years must have elaps- 
ed. Ju the remains of the glacial drift in 
Ohio old forests are often discovered, Some 
have been buried beneath the water by 
the sinking of the land. Some of tho 
Ohio trees are not entirely changed into 
stono, being vet soft, while others are found 
in all stages from rock to porous spore 
matter, 


The Banana. 

The banana is an annual, the first vom- 
ing to matuyity about a year after the 
shoot is planted, the truuk of the tree 
subsequently attiuining a Tieight of fiom 
eight to ten feet, anda girth of thirty-six 


inches. From this trunk, which is of a 
fibrous nature, are thrown out long palur 


like branches, at the junction of . which 
appears the fruit, each group of bunches, 
numbering front four to twelve, being 
called a ‘hand, and each hand having 
eight or ton bananas upon it. A bunelt 
of yight hands is the ordinary size of 
shipping fruit. From the root of the tree 
several shoots or suckers sprout, each of 
which, in turn, become a fresh tree. The 
life of the banana tree, however, is not 
usually long, for it is felled after the fruit 
is gathered, and souietimes indeed during 
the operation. Jamaica Contains a good 
Hiany banana plantations, varying in size 
from twenty-five thousand to two hundred 
| thousand trees, for the most part cultivated 
by the small settlers in the different 
| parishes, These holdings generally con 
sist of three or fouracres of Jand, on which 
tlie owners live in a temporary mud hut, 
| being afraid to leave their property to the 
tender mercies of their neighbors, who rob 
each other's groutids with the strictest im- 
partiality whenever they can yet a chance. 
| The cultivation is very primitive. Tlie hud 
being cleared by a big hoe, a hole is dug 
| aud tlie sucker is planted in it, in most 
cases nature doing all that is necessary; but 
in larger plantations the trees are all plant-

‘The histury of the discovery of coke and 
the development of thie traflic has never 
been written, Authentic information of 
the first use of coke in this gountry places 
it in 1817, when it was employed by Col, 
Isaac Meason, one of the earliest founders 
of Western Pennsylvania, in relining iron 
at the Plumsock, or I pper Middleton mill, 
a few miles from the Youghiogheny river, 
Jn 1818 the use of coke was attempted by 
blast furnaces, but it had to be abandoned 
because the biast was too light, being only 
five pounds to the square inch, Even 
when the value of coke as a furnace fuel 
was fully appreciated, the enjoyment of its 
advantages Was prevented by inability to 
increase the blast. In 1835 William Frim- 
stone manufactured good gray-forge iron at 
the Mary Ann furnace in Huntington coun- 
ty, with coke produced from Broad Top 
coal. Inthe same year, FP, H. Oliphant, 
Fairchance furnace, near Uniontown, ex- 
hibited at the franklin Institute, Philadel 
phia, samples of iron made from blue lunp 
ore smelted with coke. In 1840 the Great 
Western Iron Works, at Brady's Bend, 
built four coke furnaces. ln 1841-2, coke 
was made on the banks of the Youghiog- 
heny river and shipped in flat-boats, to 
Cincinnati. A gentleman whe is well in- 
formed in all the details of the coke busi- 
ness says that Dudley, an English iron wan- 
ufacturer in the 16th century, is entitled 
to the discovery of coke. He used it for 
the same purpose to which it is applied now, 
smelting. The manufacture of coke in Con- 
nellsyille region did not rise to the dignity 
of a business wotil toward thc close of the 
ducado of 1858, when it was carried on prin- 
cipally at Dawson's Station, on the Yough- 
iogheny riyer, six miles below Connellayille, 
by the Cochrans, who are still in the busi- 
ness, and to most of whom it has brought 
great riches,

Madame Tussaud, 


Something Concerning the famous Mrench 
Modeller in Wex, 


People who are now middle-aged,or per- 
haps a triflo more, niust have a vivid recol- 
lection vf Madam Tussaud, when nearly 90 
years of age, seated in her chair near the 
door, and difficult to be distinguished from 
the waxen presentiments around her, says 
the London Standard. Several portraits 
of her haye*heen ehyrayed, bud none of 
them do complete justice to the fine cut 
profile, lofty forehead, and neat appear- 
ance of the little old lady, in high peaked 
tap and gold spectacles, with a snowy ker- 
chief folded modestly across her bosom af- 
ter the fashion of that regine to 
which she of right belonged, And,in truth, 
of all the famous people whom her hands 
moulded into the semblance of life * Mad- 
ame’ herself was one of the most re- 
markable. A native of Berne, Switzerland, 
she was early taught the ancient art of wax 
sculpture by an uncle, and when quite a 
young woman came to Paris as teacher of 
dvawing aud modellingto the Princess 
Plizabeth, dyughter of Louis XVI., and of 
Marie Antoinette. TWrom this connection 
she soon obtained an cntyee to the best so- 
ciety of the old French capital and, nun- 


ancien 


hered among her acquaintanees most 
of the men and woilen whose names 
are now tho property of the histor- 
ian. Ib is, indecd, curious to think 


that in 1884 there are living,. and like- 
ly to live for many years to come, uiuwn- 
bers of sightseers who, as boys and 
virls, or even as adults, cujoyed the 
frioudship of a well-kept lady who talked 
of **Madame La Reine” and tt Monsieur

which is crossed by a pile trestle, 128 feet 
long, oight foot above high water, aud con- 
sisting Of 10 bunts.

This trestle is on 
a skeon of 30 degrees. The distance west 
of. the suminit is three miles. The cleva- 
tion is 6,180 feet above the sea, or 120 fect 
bolow the stminit. [Daf farther 
west the'track crosses the Kicking Uorde 
River for the first time. The -structure is 
similar to the preceding, with the excep- 
tion of the grade, which falls 1.66 per 100 
instead of being level. These two trestles 
havo been finished. Then comes the first 
bridge of any size since entering the Rock- 
This isa Howe truss, which is being 
erected over the second crossing of the 
Kicking Horse. The span is 147 feet,total 
length 155 feet. The bridge rests on solid

This truss hus fourteén paucls, each LO 
feot 6 inches long.

A Novel Duel, 


The Knoounter between Tom Moore, the 
Poet, sud Francis Jeoifrey, Easaylst. yo" 


That was a memorable encounter be- 
tween the poot Tom Moore and the critic, 
essayist and jurist Francis Jeffrey. Both 
of them were of keen and polished wit ; 
both warm-hearted, generous, impulsive, 
ind more or less capricious, In 1806 Jef- 
frey attaked Moore's ** Odes and Epistles” 
in the Mdinbirgh Review, denouncitie thei 
on account of their immorality, This was 
too much for the sensitive poet. He felt 
that blood alone could wash away the stain 
of that abominable criticism, Accordingly 
he challenged the traducer to mortal com- 
bat. 

Jetlrey,though small of stature, was great 
in courage,and he straightway accepted the 
challenge and named pistols as the weapons. 
Seconds were selected and preliminaries ar- 
ranged, when Moore bethought him that it 
would be necessary that he should provide 
himself with pistols, and further, as the 
challenging party, it would be proper for 
him to furnish weapons for both. 

Now, deadly- weapons of any kind Moore 
had never been partial to, and pistols he 
hever owned—at any rate, proper duclliiig 
pistols—but he knew that his dear friend, 
Sir Robert William Spencer, owned beauti- 
ful pistols, and to him he applied, being 
obliged of course to tell what he wanted 
thein for. Sir William cheerfully lont the 
pistols, and then as soon as the messenger 
was gone from his sight he hurried away to 
the Bows street oflice and engaved 
oflicors of his acquaintence to hold  them- 
selyes iv readiness te prevent the two little 
men from risking mortal danger to one an- 
other 

The duel was to be fought 
Farm early in the morning. Dr. Joseph 
Tiume was Moore's second, while Francis 
Homer, of the Zdiburgh Review, was sec 
ond for Jeflrey, but others were on tho 
ground, thougl: not in sight, for both men 
had many friends whe weredeeply anxious 
And there, on that ground «chosen for 
deadly strife, Thomas Moore and I'raucis 
Jeffrey met, face to face, for the first time, 
They did not offer to shake hands, but 
Joffrey (he and his antagonist were now 
alone togéther; the others of the party be- 
ing engaged in the solemn duty of loading 
the pistols) said 

“What a beautiful morning it is !"’ 

To this Moore answored: “Yes,” and 
then answered with a smile, “‘A morning 
made for better purposes,” 

Jeffrey's response to this was a sigh. 
They passed each othor and turned, and 
when they met again Moore related to his 
antagomst a comical story about an Irish 
barrister, Billy Egan, who had gone out on 
a bright morning, as they were out then, 
for the purpose of tighting a duel. Jeffrey 
was still-smiling at this story when the sec- 
onds came out from an adjacent thicket and 
announced ‘all ready.’ 

The men were placed twelve paces apart 
and the pistols given into their hands, 

‘Now,’ said Hume, ‘remember the word. 
Raise your pistols at the word ‘ready;’ then 
one—two— and at three you will lire.’ 

‘Ready!’ Nobody can say where 
Moore's heart was, but his pistol was rais- 
od, and so was Jeflrey’s. They waited for 
the fatal signal, 

That signal, however was not given, In- 
stead thereof two Bow streot officers emer- 
ged from the thicket, one of whom advane- 
ed to Joffrey ‘and struck his pistol down 
with hijs staff, while his companion went 
up aud collared Moore, 

The belligerents were inarched off to their 
respective carriages and conveyed to Bow 
street, where,as no blood had been spilled, 
they were lot off lightly, Aud from that 
oftice Tom Moore and Francis Jeffers went 
forth as friends, and their friendship grew 
and strengthened while they lived.

steep, the hull freed for the time from the 
yet yreater weight of the boiler and ina- 
chinery, which will be transported separate- 
ly, can be got over the range that isolates 
the beautiful Kootenay district,a portion of 
which lies in Idaho, from the country now 
traversed by the Northern Pacific R. R. 
The little steamer has seen much travel. 
Built last year on the banks of the placid 
Dee that washes the, Roman walls of beau- 
tiful Chester, one of England's oldest cities, 
she made a summer trip to the rock-bound 
coast of Norway, whore her owner explored 
some of the host inaccessible fiurds of that 
picturesque coast, bent on salmon fishing 
and bear hunting. Brought back to Eng- 
land, she left Liverpool safely stowed away 
on the deck of the Polynesian, one of the 
ocean leyiathans, May 21. Landed at Mon- 
treal, she was placed on the deck of one of 
the largest propellers running from that 
point to the westernmost extremity of the 
great lakes, Duluth, when, after passing 
through some 150 locks that make naviga- 
tion through the long chain of great lakes 
possible, and after a narrow escape from 
beiny wrecked on a hidden rock, on which 
the propeller struck one dark night heavily, 
she safely reached the latter port, when 
she was immediately placed on a flat car,on 
which, after boing placed in bond to enable 
her to pass through the United States, she 
began her long transcontinental journey of 
fifteen hundred miles over the Northern 
Pacitic line to Sand Point, or Lake Pend 
d’Oreille, for which by far the most adven- 
turous portion of the long journey com- 
mences, for at Sand Point ‘she leaves the 
iron track to~be carried from thence to 
the Kootenay river across Park river 
Pass by human hands, a distance, as we 
have said, of about forty miles, every 
inch of which will tax the , ingenuity 
of the energetic young ‘‘ boss,” the nius- 
cles of Indians and white men. By fig- 
ures supplied to us by the said gentleman 
it is not uninteresting to note the cost of 
this entetprise; for whith it nay be mo- 
tioned special freight rates\.were secured 
all along tho line of travel, from Liverpool 
to Montreal, 3000 miles, $75 ; from- Mont- 
real to Duluth, by propeller, 1100 mules, 
£50 (exclusive of the accompanying engi- 
neer's passage ;) from Duluth to Sand Point, 
1500 miles on the Northern Pacitic road, 
8300 ; from Sand Poimt to the Kootenay 
river, forty miles, $400, Lt is needless to 
say that it is the first steamer that plied 
the Kootenay river and lake, a atrateh of 
water navigable some 200 miles in length, 
the like of which there is not on this con- 
tinent, for a fleet of ‘Great Easterns” 
could steam in double file down the lower 
Kootenay river, a placid stream unmarked 
by rapids or falls, from 600 to 800 feet in 
width avd 50 to 60 feet in depth, is de- 
bouched into the 100 mile long Kootenay lake 
a superb sheet of girt water, that for scenic 
charms has not its equal in the old and 
new world. Ina very short time all this 
Kootenay district will be full of miners 
and prospectors, for it is one of the most 
promising mining countries yet discover- 
ed. Some of the galena deposits on the 
banks) of Kootenay are the largest found 
outside of Spain. It is easy smelting ore, 
running 70 per cent, in lead and about $80 
in silyer, one of the recently discovered 
leads being 5000 feet long by 100 feat Wide,

charges will be defrayed by Canada; ‘The 
salary cf the Licutenant-Govemor (who will be 
appointed by the Governor-General in Council), 
the Judicial and Customs establishments, the 
postal and telegraphic services, provision for the 
militia, lighthouses, buoys, quarantine and marine 
hospitals, the penitentiary and mail service.

Chinese Babies. 


One of the tirst things thi at Lappens toa Chi 
eso boy after he is bor 1% to be shaved A 
barber comes with his razor and all the hair is 
shaved off the poor little fellow'’s tender scalp. 
Aftor that, baby has to go to the barber for his 
shave just as 9 grown up man, with a be ard, 
might go in this country ; but he nover seers to 
enjoy it, and crics pitifully every time the sharp 
razor mows down the hair, ,After a while, 
when the liair begins to grow thieker, the hes ud 
ix not #haved all over, but is loft.untouched in 
spots, just as the parents think will look pretty. 

Somidtimes there will be three tufts, cach as 
big round as a silver dollar; one just over the 
middle of the forehead and one over each car. 
When the hair grows long enough in these tufts, 
it-is braided and. tied w ith bright cord, and then 
baby looks funny enongh to a foreigner, for 
each little braid stands stiffly up ae about two 
inches and then lops over. The braids look 
like horns on his head, and holes arg cut in his 
green and red cap to let’the horns come through. 

Wheu he grows older he is allowed to wear a 
queue like the mea, and he is just as proud then 
os American boys nre With their first boots o1 
trousers, 

When the child is about amonth old, he is 
given his first name, or milk-nane, as the Chin 
eso call it. A foast is prepared, the frie nds aré 
called in; and papa gives baby his name. This 
name is used only until he is ready to go to 
school, when a new name is given him, and an 
other feast ix offered to the friends, 

The names give tathe boys are odd to us, 
but they seen all right to them. Think of Le- 
ing called an Ink-Grinder or Promising-Study ! 
But even this name is not kept, for when the 
boy groWs up and is married, he takes a new 
naine, which he keeps for the rest of his life. 

If baby’s papa is rich, baby ix well taken care 
of, carried about tende rly and amused to his 
heart's content; but if hix papa be poor, thon 
he very likely Will be tied to an old sister's back 
with a broad piece of cloth, so that his legs 
dangle down by her sides and the pror little 
head wobbles about over the top of the cloth as 
if hie neck were made of india-rubber. 

The little nurse goes about her work or runs 
it her play, and never seenis to give a thought 
to little brothér or his bobbing head; and he 
does not s@eni to mind it, for when it looks as 
if his hoad must be alinost shaken off, he very 
likely is fast asleep. 

If baby happens to live on a boat, as a great 
any hundred thousand persons in China do, 
his mamma ties a big gourd on his back »0 that 
he cannot drown if he falls overboard, or he is 
tied by a rope to some part of the boat. 

In summer baby wears aa liftle clothing as 
posible, but in winter itis jnst the other way 
—he wears all the clothing that can be put upon 
him. Except inthe Northern part of China, 
near Pekin, where it is bitterly cold in winter, 
the Chinese people do not have fires in’ their 
houses, even when itis cold enough to freeze 
the water into ice. 

Pair after pair of trousers is put on baby's 
lege, and jacket after jacket on his body, until 
by the time he is clad warmly enough he ix 
quite ag broad as he is long ; and his little avins 
stick straight out from his sides, so that he 
waddles about, provided he can move at all, 
looking like a red-and-green pillow with «a ball 
on top, and with smaller pillows on cach side 
Where the arms are. Lt makes no difference to 
him, then, hoW cold itis, and he sits in the 
open air on his little bamboo stool, with nose 
aud cheeks very red and his body as warin ax 
toast. 

All this las been about boy balies, because 
in China girl babies are not thought as much of; 
and, consequently, all the good time 8 comes to 
the boys.

served unimpaired until death. 

The next most celebrated and authentic 
case of longevity is that of the Countess of 
Desmond. She was of the family of Fitz- 
geralds, of Drumana, in the county of Wat- 
erford. Sir Walter Raleigh says that in 
his time she was no less remarkable for her 
sprightliness than for hor age. The House 
of Desmond was ruined by an attainder af- 
ter the Countess had lived over a century, 
and in her one hundred and fortieth year 
she travelled from Bristol to London to so- 
liclc relief from Court. She lived some 
years after this, and twice cut a full set of 
tecth, She was nearly ope hundred and 
fifty when she died, as well preserved as 
many a woman at sixty. In the reign of 
James |. amoris dance was danced in Here- 
fordshire by twelve people whose united 
ages amounted to 1,200 years, 

Henry Jenkins, of Bolton, Lancashire, 
lived to be overone hundred and sixty. 
Mrs. Annie Saville, a writer of the time, 
gives an accommt of him. She says; ‘I 
questioned him about his age. He replied 
he was one hundred and sixty-two or one 
hundred and sixty-three. Lasked him what 
public event he could longest remember. 
He said Flodden Iteld, when Henrp VIII. 
was King. Ile said he was then between 
ten and twelve years of age and was sent 
to Northallerton with a horse-load of ar- 
rows, buta biggor hoy was sent to thearmy 
with them,” ‘The battle of Flodden Field 
was fought Bept. 6, 1512, and Jenkins was 
then a boy of twelve. He died Dec.9,1760, 
so that he must have lived one hundred 
and sixty-nine years, sixteen years longer 
than old Parr or longer than any other 
man in the world, as far as known,

A fertile Bock. 


The whole Island of Bermuda is a mass 
of rock of the coral limestone order. But 
to say that it is a rocky islet would give a 
very erroneous impression of it to a North- 
ern person. With usa rocky place is bar- 
ren and useless, but this rock is soft, and 
trees and plants grow in it almost as well 
as in carth. -There is hardly a bare spot 
on the whole island except where it has 
been cleared. In some places are large 
tracts of pine woods ; in others the ground 
is hidden by dense masses of a sort of chap- 
paral, growing ten to twelve fect high, and 
nobody would suspect the foundation of it 
all to be solid rock. There is a foot or two 
of soil in some places that has come from 
nobody knows where, but the usual pro 
cess of making a garden:is to break up an 
acre or 8b of the rock witha sledge and 
crow-bar, mash it up fine,and mix in 
enough earth to preyent the rock from 
hardening again, In this compound any- 
thing under the sun will grow, and grow 
luxuriantly. A man who takes this much 
trouble to make a garden can haye green 
peas and fresh lettuce and all the other 
vegetables on his table every day in the 
year. ‘There is no season when vegetation 
does not flourish, and when the garden is 
once made it is always there. Men go out 
with crow-bars and set out cocoa-nut trees, 
and in a few years they are tall and beauti- 
ful and bear a cocoa-nut (so the saying is) 
for every day in the year. There is nourish- 
ment for plants in the material of the rock, 
Where this coral limestone rock came from 
is a question that scientific people can set- 
tle to suit themselves. It makes no dif- 
ference where it came from ; it is here,and 
is very useful, Nearly all the houses are 
built of it. You haye only to saw down 
into the quarries to get the most beautiful 
big blocks of it that make handsome and 
substantial houses. The blocks harden by 
exposure to the air, and in this climate 
soon become as durable as granite. Out 
of the rock, too, water-tanks are built to 
catch rain-water. Every house has its tank. 
There are springs and wells, but I believe 
the rain water is considered healthier to 
drink. —Correspondence New York Times.

It is no doubt. amused to think that 
many of its readers will be deceived and 
will beliove that Mr, Blake and Mr. Mowat 
were more solicitous and anxious for the 
rights of Ontario than they were for the 
vorongs of their party when they cancelled 
the commission of 1871—ignored Mr. Me- 
Dougall’s recommendation for the appoint 
mont of the third Commissioner or ** um- 
pire,” —and never answ ered yea or nay to 
2 to refer the 


,? Sir John’s proposal of 187 
question to the Judicial Committee of the 
Privy Council, and that they were not 
dither ignorant or careless or dishonest 
when they neglected or of set purpose did 
{ not, during the four years it was pending, 
pass legislation validating the refertnce to 
make the award, whon arrived at, binding. 
The Globe's latest effort is to ‘quibble’ 
. over the words ‘* Comimissioners not Arbi- 
trators.”’ Now we do not trouble ourselves 
with the name. We look at the substance, 
and we find, as we have stated, that the 
gentlemen called Commissioners were ap- 
pointed, as we have shewn, to ascertain, to 
sottle and determine where the true bound- 
ary should be. - We would like very much 
if it would explain to its readers what sort 
of a position the arbitrators appointed by 
Mr. Mackenzie (or Mr. Blake) and Mr. 
Mowat held different from that of the Com- 
inissioners appointed by. their predecessors. 
Let us look further at the ‘‘ Correspond- 
ence by despatches." Under date the 21st 
November, 1874, the Under Secretary of 
State wrote the Hon, Lemuel Allan Wilmot 
informing him that he had been appointed a 
** referee” on behalf of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment, in conjunction with one oppointed 
hy the Government of Ontario, *‘these two 
to have authority to agree upon athird, not 
being a resident of Canada, to determine 
the question of the northern and western 
boundaries of that Province relatively to 
the rest of the Dominion.”

- The Assistant Secretary for Ontario, on 
a the 3rd Dec. 1874, wrote to Hon. Wm. B. 
Richards that he had been appointed ‘ one 
of the arbitrators in the matter-of the set- 
tlement of the northern and western boun- 
daries of the Province of Ontario.” Com- 
pare these words with those used to défine 
the duties of the ‘* Commissioners,” and we 
ask any one to point outadifference. There 
was one material difference in their powers, 
viz., the appointing of a ** third, not being 
« resident of Canada,’’ which the Hon. W. 
McDougall, on March 9th, 1872, recom- 
monded in these words :

The Monetary Times says the policy of

Wolseley in Command, 


The Expedition to Egypt to be on a Large 
Soule. 


A London cablegram says: The expedi- 
tion for the relief of General Gordon is to 
be on a much larger scale than at first 
contemplated, The War Office has con- 
tracted for 400 more boats on the Nile, 
they being rendered necessary by the large 
additional contingent of troops which it is 
now decided shall be sent. This change of 
plans is due to the stipulations of Lord 
Wolseley, who, when requested by the 
Government to take the chief command, 
made it a condition that the expedition 
should be on a scale adequate Lo the difti- 
culties to be encountered. Orders have 
been sent off to-day to employ extra hands 
at Woolwich and Dopsford, who will work 
day and night until the requisite stores are 
ready and on board. Notwithstanding 
General Wolseley’s recently pronounced 
opinion in favor of shortened enlistments 
and youthful soldiers, he nuw insists that 
the corps shall consist only of seasoned 
vetcrans, not likely to succumb to fatigue 
in a tropical climate, ‘The increased force 
is required to keepopen the line of com- 
munication from Wady Halfa to Khartoum, 
aud to chastise any rebellious tribes likely 
to attack the expedition in the rear. Lord 
Wolseley will start for Egypt on Sunday. 

The British newspapers approve of the 
despatch of Lord Wolseley to Egypt. The 
official announcement of his appomtment 
says the preparations which have been in 
progress for some weeks for the expedition 
up the Nile resemble, ina great degree, 
those adopted in 1870 for the Red River 
expedition, which gaye Lord Wolseley an 
experience which no other officer possesses, 
Lord Wolseley’s appointment is due to the 
statement of Gen, Stephenson that the pre- 
sent plan for the campaign va the Nile is 
im practicable,
